WEATHER CROP BUiMCTIX. ' 


The Bureau's Report of Temperature 


. anil Precipitation. 


WASHINGTON, D. C, May 16,1893. 


TEMPERATURE 


The week ending May 15th lias beau 


the most favarabte of the season in the 
spring-wheat region, and in the States' 
of the upper Mississippi and Missouri 
valleys, in Kansas, Indian Territory, 
and nothern, Texas. The temperature 
was slightly in excess in the central 
valleys, Lake region.and New England,1 
and over the central and northern 
Rocky Mountain districts. The week 
was slightly cooler than usual from 
Pennsylvania and Ohio southward to 
Florida, including the east portion of 
the cotton region, the cool nights being 
reported as unfavorable to the crop in 
South Carolina. It was also cooler 
than usual in western Texas and Ari- 
zona, while about the normal tempera- 
ture prevailed on the Pacific coast, but 
in the interior of California the tern* 
perature was above the normal. The 
continued cool weather during the pre- 
oeedmg month over the agricultural 
districts east of the Rocky Mountains, 
coupled with the excessive moisture 
generally throughout the central val- 
leys and northwest, has left the season 
from a week to ten days late in 
most sections, although farm work has 
been rapidly pushed during the past 
week in the principal grain states. 


PBBOIPITATION. 


The rainfall during the past week 


was greater than usual from the lower 
Ohio and lower Missouri valleys south- 
ward to the Gulf coast and thence 
westward over Texas, except in por- 
tions of Louisiana and southeastern 
Arkansas, where the rainfall was about 
normal. The week was relatively dry 
in the states on the Atlantic coast, 
although general rains are now repor- 
ted from the Atlantic coast states. The 
week was also relatively dry in the 
upper Mississippi Valley, and thence 
Westward to the Pacific Coast, al- 
though hi extreme northern Minnesota 
the rainfall was slightly in excess. 
Drought is reported in southwestern 
Nebraska, and reports indicate that 
raitr \e needed throughout the state. 
Very heaVy rains occurred in the in- 
interior of Texas on the 12th, which re- 
sulted in some injury to the cotton 
crop. 


Some injury has resulted front over- 


flow in Arkansas and Louisiana, and 
the river la still raising sonth of Hel- 
ena, Ark., although it is stationary at 
Memphis this morning, and the Ar- 
kansas river is failing at Little Bock. 


A telegram just received from Vicks- 


burg states that "levee broke three 
miles north of Grand lake, Arkansas, at 
8 f. M. 15th, the break being 300 feet 
wide and from eight to ten feet deep

•A Word About Press Club*. 


Life is sorry to seo tbe New Torff 


Press club engage4 in a ecbome that fla- 
vors of blackmailing. A few of the mem- 
xn of the club are reputable newspaper 
men, and their connection with it en- 
ables the organization to come at the 
jusiness and general public of New York 
with a scheme apparently tacked up by 
the entire newspaper guild. 


The demands made in behalf of the ap- 


proaching fair are not actually accom- 
panied by threats of newspaper retribu- 
•ion, but in most cases the person ap- 
proached is made generous by an unde- 
Ined dread of what may happen to him 
if he isn't. With the demand is coupled 
•he assurance that the Press club is a 
philanthropic institution, which takes 
;are of its members in sickness and bur- 
ies them when dead. 
This is a humiliating reflection pn the 


members of the newspaper profession. 
The great majority of them and the 
most reputable of them do not belong 
to the Press club at all. They are self 
respecting and make their own provi- 
sion for sickness and death, or, at all 
events, do not appeal to the general pub- 
lic, directly or indirectly, to do those 
things which every real man is expected 
to do for himself. 


There is a growing knowledge among 


the public that the Press club idea, not 
only in New York, but elsewhere, is 
strongly worked, and for their own ad- 
vantage, by men who either are not 
newspaper men at all or whose connec- 
tion with the press is very slight. It 
will be a good thing when this knowledge 
becomes general.—Life. 


Pneumatic Caissons For a Building. 
Pneumatic caissons are being used in 


preparing the foundation for the new 
office building which is being erected on 
lower Broadway by the Manhattan Life 
Insurance company. This structure la 
being built on a lot 123 by 07 feet in size 
and at a place where a rock bottom can- 
not be reached without passing through 
quicksand full of water. Fifteen of these 
caissons will be employed, four circular 
and 11 rectangular. The latter vary in 
size from 25* feet in length by SH feet 
in width to 18 feet square. The largest 
of the circular caissons is 10 feet in di- 
ameter and the smallest 10 feet. They 
aro made by riveting together steel 
plates, angle bars and beams into boxes 
from 8 to 10 feet in depth, with a top 
thoroughly braced with steel beams te 
support the superposed loads. All the 
rivets on the sides have countersunk 
holes on the outside so as to diminish the 
friction which arises when the caissons 
are sinking. : All the openings in the top 
are carried up through the masonry 
which is laid on top of the caisson and 
are provided with the same valves that 
are used in subaqueous works. It is 
stated that these caissons will be the flrst 
ever employed in building construction. 


The Button In the Public Schools. 


A little boy of 8 years attending a pri- 


mary public school in Charlestown was 
rationed by his teacher, went home, was 
taken with convulsions the next day aid 
died within a week after. The a^empt 
is now made to show that the child's 
death was caused by the shook and fright 
of the whipping. It will be difficult, and 
probably will be impossible, to show this 
conclusively. But it should not be nec- 
essary to prove fatal results of whip- 
ping in our public schools in order lo 
bring that method of discipline under 
condemnation. The rattan has no place 
in the equipment of a competent teacher, 
and those who cannot teach without it 
have no place in the corps of highly paid 
and presumptively capable teachers in 
the Boston public schools.—Boston Com- 
monwealth. 


Washington's I/a»t Letter. 


The last letter ever written by George 


Washington has just come to light, and 
it is to be sold. George W. Childs has 
long been credited with possessing the 
last letter, the one in his collection hav- 
ing been written six days before his 
death, but the one now to be sold proves 
to have been indited the very day previ- 
ous to the great general's passing away. 
It bears the date of "Mount Vernon, 13th 
Dec'r, 1799." The subject matter is far 
from romantic and without any histor- 
ical interest, consisting of some charac- 
istically practical suggestions aa to cat- 
tle pens, but being the farewell docu- 
ment of the "Father of His Country" it 
possesses an undying interest for auto- 
graph collectors.—Philadelphia Record. 


Received Many Stamps. 


A so called land syndicate of Salt Lake 


City advertised in many eastern news- 
papers during the winter that it was 
about to open an addition to the terri- 
tory's capital and would send a deed to 
a lot therein upon receipt of a 2-cent 
postage stamp. A recent personal letter 
from one of the Utah World's fair com- 
missioners to a friend in this city brings 
the interesting information that the syn- 
dicate was rewarded by an immense in- 
voice of postage stamps from all parts of 
the country. The government stepped 
in and indicted the syndicate, which has 
"skipped for parts unknown."—New 
York Sun.
